IN the year she was born, 
Captain Scott set off to try 
to reach the South Pole, and 
a new medical device, the 
X-ray, was used by surgeons 
to remove a nail from a 
9-year-old boy's lung.

Grace, who came to live 
at the 'independent living' 
flats complex when it opened 
six years ago, spoke to the 
News before the card from 
Buckingham Palace had 
arrived. 

She joked: "If I don't get 
one, I'll be on the phone to 
her." 

Born in Middlesbrough, 
she and her family lived 
there above a chemist's 
shop for many years, 
and then came to live in 
Cambridgeshire. 

She said her memories 
of wartime - she has lived 
through both the First and 
Second World Wars - include 
taking shelter in the shop's 
cellars when air raid sirens 
sounded. 

She said: "It was a very

frightening time. 

"It's very good to reach 
the age of 106.1 don't really 
know how I've done it." 

Care home manager 
Wendy Guild said: "Grace is 
a little hard of hearing, but 
she is in good health and is 
very much liked by all the 
other residents here. 

"We're delighted for her 
that she's reached such an 
amazing age." 


Other events in the year 
of Grace's birth included the 
death of King Edward VII, 
and the making of the first- 
ever movie in Hollywood. 

The Titanic sank when she 
was 2, the First World War 
broke out when she was 4, 
and she was in her early 30s 
when the Second World War 
ended.

A PEDESTRIAN has died after 
a collision on the A1017 in 
Haverhill.

Business park 
to get new firm 


A NEW employer is set to be 
up and running on Haverhill 
Business Park in the autumn 
next year. 

The business park, home 
to Culina Logistics and 
Haverhill’s Travelodge ho¬ 
tel, has not been developed 
since 2008. 

Until the start of this year, 
it had been left with large 
piles of earth from previous 
development - known lo¬ 
cally as the “Haverhill Alps” 
- dominating the site. 

But in January, Taurus 
Developments, working 
with landowner Hammond 
Rutts, received permission 
to carry out earthwork to 
level the site. 

This is set to be completed 
within the next two months, 
and last week the developers 
were granted planning per¬ 
mission to build on the site. 

They will build bespoke 
units for occupiers - and 
Michael Gibbens, of Taurus 
Developments, said that 
one business had already 
signed up.

Mr Gibbens, who could 
not name the business due 
to commercial confidenti¬ 
ality, said work building the 
new unit would begin in the 
new year. 

He said that the unit 
would be complete in the 
summer, meaning that it is 
set to open on the site in the 
autumn next year. 

The new business will oc¬ 
cupy one of seven plots with 
a total area of 495,000 sq ft. 
All of the plots are designat¬ 
ed for business use, with no 
residential development on 
the site. 

Mr Gibbens said that Tau¬ 
rus Developments was in 
talks with other businesses 
about the site. 

“We haven’t really done 
that much active marketing 
and we have got occupiers 
coming to us,” he said. “We 
have got a number of others 
coming up at the moment. 


Some are at quite early stag¬ 
es and some are a bit more 
advanced.” 

He said he was hopeful 
that “one or two” other busi¬ 
nesses would be open on 
the site in 2017. 

The site is set to deliver a 
significant number of jobs 
in Haverhill, and the devel¬ 
opers have said it coincides 
well with the creation of 
housing on the North West- 
Haverhill and Great Wilsey 
Park developments. 

Hammond Rutts bought 
the business park site in the 
middle of 2015. 

The planning permission 
granted for the site last week 
was outline planning per¬ 
mission, meaning that the 
developers will still need to 
apply for reserved matters 
permission for each of the 
individual units.

Church races weather 
to raise £85k for roof

A CHURCH near Haverhill is “up 
against the clock” to raise £85,000 
for repairs after lead was stolen 
from the roof. 

Thieves stripped two-thirds of 
the lead from the roof of St An¬ 
drew’s Church in West Wratting 
back in April, leading to water dam¬ 
age on the inside of the church as 
rain seeped in. 

The damage to the roof and the 
interior was so extensive that it will 
cost £85,000 to repair - on top of 
the money provided by insurance. 

The church has been applying for 
grants to help fund the repairs, but 
is also appealing for support from 
the community. 

It has received support from the 
Wadlow Wind Farm Community 
Fund and the Cambridgeshire His¬ 
toric Churches Fund, as well as 
from villagers and councillors. 

But it stills need more cash to be 
able to start the work in the next 
few months - as the temporary 
roof will not withstand the winter 
weather. 


Church warden Alex Walsham 
said: “The church has significant 
stains down the walls, and people 
are putting in buckets to catch the 
drips. It’s a very difficult situation 
and the longer we have to wait to 
repair it the more damage will be 
done. 

“We are very anxious to get this 


done before the main winter wet 
period takes place. We can’t pro¬ 
ceed with the work until we raise 
the money so we are really up 
against the clock.” 

The church’s next fundraising 
event will take place on Saturday 
at 7.30pm at Holy Trinity Church in 
Balsham, and is a concert includ¬ 


ing organ, flute and the local Seven 
Churches choir. Tickets cost £12 
and can be purchased by contact¬ 
ing Michael and Linda Gorman on 
(01223) 290 653.

S ometimes it's what you know 
well which can give you the biggest

Coming from a very familiar range of 
city cars offering bog standard three or 
five door styles with a range of petrol or 
diesel engines and assortment of trim 
levels you are possibly spoiled for choice. 

But then you spot the only, the very 
special, Red edition. 

They bring obvious sporting features 
such as a red paint-scheme, 17- 
inch diamond cut alloys on sports 
suspension, leather detailing on sports 
seats, dark tinted rear windows, and 
a very sophisticated infotainment 
system including the acclaimed OnStar 
assistance service with 24/7 on-call 
help for a variety of tasks.

The clutch had a longer-than-expected 
travel but was progressive in take-up 
and the neat close gearchange quickly 
endeared itself with its precision. 

The weight-adjustable power steering 
could be set for city or country modes, 
the turning circle was good and the 
feedback informative. 

Match the powertrain and steering 
with the strong yet well balanced brakes 


underfoot and the Corsa Red inspired 
confidence in its ability to keep you safe. 

The road-holding never gave a 
moment's concern and its handling was 
sharp without being twitchy. 

You could hear the suspension coping 
with the road beneath and while the ride 
was firm it was fairly comfortable. 

The major controls were 
complimented by good clear instruments 
and a multi-function display for sound 
and integrated media. 

Heating and ventilation was effective 
in front but struggled to keep those in 
the back comfortable. Oddments room 
was reasonable and the bootspace rises 
from a nominal 285 litres to maximum 
1,050 litres. 

Visibility was good throughout.

"It's a shame to end the season 
in this way rather than on a high, 
particularly as we've had a few of those 
with the Spa 24 Hours win being the 
highlight. 

"It's still very early days for the BMW 


M6 GT3, but we've learned so much 
during the season and the team has 
continued to develop and refine the 
car. 

"They've done a superb job and I'm 
sure that we can expect many fantastic 
results ahead for the car and the team." 

Despite the Blancpain GT Series and 
British GT Championships being over for 
2016, Sims still has races from October 
13 to 15 and then the prestigious Macau 
Grand Prix on November 17 to 20. 
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
